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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS starting from page 1 1 in Applicant's response, 
filed 04 November 2004, with respect to claims 1, 13, 28 and 35 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-5, 8-13, 17-20, 23-32, 35-39 and 42-43 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 8-13, 17-20, 23-32, 35-39 and 42-43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
references, either individually or in combination, teach or fairly suggest a computer 
implemented method and a device for providing an alternative symbol associated with a base 
symbol, comprising receiving input requesting a list of alternative symbols associated with a first 
base symbol and displaying simultaneously a plurality of alternative symbols from the list in a 
pop-up menu at an insertion location for at least one of the alternative symbols on a display of a 
hand-held device.
